OF  THE 

PRESIDENT    AND    YISITOES 


To  the  Honor ahUy 

the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland : 

The  President  and  Visitors  of  the  Maryland  Hospital,  re- 
specfully  submit  a  general  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
Institution,  through  the  report  of  the  Medical  Superintend- 
ent ;  which  report  contains  the  required  information.

PROCEEDINGS 

OF    THE 

PRESIDENT    AND    VISITORS 


January  12th,  1865. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  committee  are  authorized  to 
memorialize  the  G-eneral  Assembly  of  Maryland,  in  behalf  of 
the  President  and  Visitors,  for  an  increase  in  the  annual 
amount  allowed  for  the  support  of  insane  paupers. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  committee  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  petition  the  General  Assembly  for  an 
appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for  heating  the 
Hospital  with  steam  or  hot  water,  and  for  other  purposes  ; 
and  for  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  repairs 
and  improvements  of  buildings  and  grounds. 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Jones  and  Stirling  be  appointed  to 
act  with  the  Executive  committee  in  pi'osecuting  the  applica- 
tion for  aid  before  the  General  Assembly.

REPOET 

OF   THE 

MEDICAL  SUPEEINTENDENT, 

For  1864. 

To  THE  President  and  Visitors  : 

Gentlemen: — The  commencement  of  a  new  year  requires  of 
me  an  account  of  the  one  that  has  closed.  I  am  happy  in  be- 
ing able  to  say  that  in  all  the  year  1864,  the  proceedings  of 
the  Hospital  have  been  as  heretofore  conducted  by  its  officers 
with  reference  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  in  the  various 
particulars  requiring  administrative  and  professional  supervi- 
sion. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1863  there  were  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  patients  under  care;  sixty-four  were  males  and  fifty- 
one  females.  The  admissions  in  1864  were  sixty-two  males 
and  thirty  females,  making  together  ninety-two.  Of  the 
males  thirty-six  were  cases  of  mania-a-potu. 

The  whole  number  has  consisted  of  two  hundred  and  seven; 
one  hundred  and  twenty-six  males  and  eighty-one  females. 
There  have  been  seventy-five  discharges  and  twelve  deaths; 
leaving  at  the  end  of  the  year  one  hundred  and  twenty;  sixty- 
three  males  and  fifty-seven  females. 

Pmjing  Cases. — Of  this  class  of  patients  there  were  ninety- 
eight  under  care  affected  with  insanity,  forty-nine  of  whom 
were  admitted  in  the  year.  Sixteen  were  discharged  as  re- 
covered; eleven  as  improved;  six  as  not  improved;  nine  died, 
two  males  and  seven  females;  leaving  fifty-six  remaining.  In 
addition  to  these,  belonging  to  the  same  class,  were  the  thir- 
ty-six cases  of  mania-a-potu  mentioned  above;  thirty-four 
were  discharged  as  recovered,  one  died  and  one  remained. 

The  Foot, — The  counties  had  forty-four  in  the  Hosjjital, 
and  the  city  of  Baltimore  twenty-nine,  together  seventy-three. 
Three  were  discharged  as  recovered  and  three  as  improved; 
one  not  improved,  was  provided  for  by  his  family  at  home;  one, 
a  female,  not  improved,  was  removed  by  Queen  Anne's  county, 
to  make  a  vacancy  for  the  urgent  case  of  a  man  from  the  same 
county;  and  two  died,  a  man  from  Harford  and  a  woman  from 


Baltimore  county.  There  remain  now  in  the  department  ot 
the  Poor  sixty-three,  thirty-eig'it  from  the  counties  and  twen- 
ty-five iVom  the  city  of  Baltimore.  The  counties  that  have 
sent  patients,  admitted  in  the  course  of  the  year,  are  Anne 
Arundel,  Baltimore,  Cecil,  Harford  and  Queen  Anne's. 

Of  all  under  care  at  the  end  of  the  year  one  was  admitted 
in  1826;  one  in  1836;  one  in  1840;  three  in  1841;  one  in  1842; 
one  in  1843;  two  in  1844;  one  in  1845;  one  in  1846,  five  in 
1847;  five  in  1848;  four  in  1849;  two  in  1850;  two  in  1851; 
two  in  1852;  one  in  1853;  four  in  1»854;  ten  in  1855;  four  in 
1856;  one  in  1857;  four  in  1858;  six  in  1859;  eiglit  in  1860; 
six  in  1861;  seven  in  1862;  fifteen  in  1863;  and  twenty-two  in 
1864. 

The  house  has  been  full  through  the  year.  The  health  of 
most  of  its  inmates  has  been  very  good;  the  usual  measures 
for  promoting  it  having  been  as  successful  as  could  be  expect- 
ed. A  number  of  recoveries  have  taken  place,  and  many, 
whose  minds  have  remained  infirm,  have  been  consoled  and 
humanely  cared  for  in  a  manner  to  induce  them,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, to  accept  their  hospital  residence,  as  a  suitable  home 
for  them  in  their  afilictioij.  Of  the  cases  that  have  been  many 
years  under  our  care,  there  are  some  that  retain  pleasant  social 
feelings,  and  a  sufiicient  activity  of  mind  for  appreciating 
everything  that  is  done  in  kindness  for  their  benefit.  Others 
indeed  are  so  morbidly  occupied  with  thinking  of  themselves, 
that  they  seldom  give  expression  to  any  thoughts  but  such  as 
are  either  very  sad  from  melancholy  delusions,  or  very  full  of 
discontent  because  they  cannot  go  where  they  please.  The 
good  influence  of  hospital  life  upon  patients  of  the  refractory 
or  furious  class,  in  moderating  their  paroxysms  of  noise  and 
violence,  and  gradually  accustoming  them  to  the  exercise  of 
much  self-control  is  very  observable  in  those  who  finally  re- 
cover; and  it  is  also  seen  in  many  who  improve  to  a  certain 
degree,  but  who  do  not  become  sound  in  mind.  In  a  word,  a 
rightly  conducted  Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  a  resting  place 
for  disordered  minds,  when  ordinary  places  of  abode  are  found 
to  be  unsuitable  to  them.  Such  a  place  is  good  for  the  pa- 
tients because  it  more  or  less  benefits  them  all;  benefits  many 
even  unto  a  recovery;  it  is  good  as  a  relief  to  Aimilies,  because 
it  saves  them  from  many  a  day  of  sorrow;  and  it  is  a  useful 
Institution  for  the  public  to  think  of  and  help. 

Walking  outside  in  suitable  weather  and  also  carriage  rid- 
ing continue  to  be  a  part  of  hygienic  management.  On  many 
fine  days  it  often  happens  that  nearly  all  the  patients  in  the 
house  are,  a  large  portion  of  both  morning  and  afternoon,  in 
various  parts  of  the  grounds  with  attendants  as  companions 
and  protectors.  As  regards  diet,  clothing  and  bedding,  the 
Steward  and  the  Supervisors  are  diligent  in  giving  all  proper 
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attention  to  them  according  to  your  wisbeg  and  the  directions 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  The  gas  and  water  fixtures 
which  have  been  so  recently  and  so  extensively  introduced, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Ellicott  of  the  Executive  com- 
mittee, have  put  the  house  in  possession  of  a  cheerful  light  at 
night  and  of  six  bath  rooms  with  adjoining  closets,  the  value 
of  which  in  contributing  to  comfort  and  health  cannot  be  too 
highly  praised.  It  has  been  principally  through  a  generous 
donation  made  to  the  Corporation  by  its  present  President, 
who  was  for  many  years  its  honored  physician,  that  the  bene- 
fits of  a  supply  of  both  gas  and  water  have  been  so  adequately 
bestowed. 

Early  in  the  month  of  May  a  box  of  the  implements  for  the 
game  of  Croquet,  a  game  which  is  played  in  the  open  air,  was 
received  as  a  present  from  Mr.  Enoch  Pratt.  It  has  given 
much  amusement  and  bracing  exercise  to  several  who  have 
taken  an  interest  in  the  game.  The  Billiard  Table,  hereto- 
fore reported  to  you,  which  was  also  a  gift  from  the  same  gen- 
tleman, has  become  so  attractive  a  fixture  that  a  privation  of 
it  now  would  be  a  misfortune;  and  the  Bagatelle  Table,  pur- 
chased more  than  a  year  ago  for  the  ladies  department,  also 
performs  its  part  well  as  a  means  for  their  amusement. 

The  organization  of  the  house  as  to  Steward,  Supervisors 
and  Attendants  generally  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year.  There  has  seemed  to  be  a  general  and  steady  desire  to 
conform  to  directions  and  to  work  together  courteously  and 
harmoniously  in  the  performance  of  duty. 

In  closing  the  fiscal  afiairs  for  the  year,  it  is  pleasant  to  find 
that  you  are  not  in  debt  for  current  expenses.  The  economy, 
which  has  been  practised  for  some  years  in  expenditures  for 
improvements,  repairs,  furniture  and  some  other  items,  has 
been  beneficially  felt.  The  Hospital  has  thereby  been  able 
to  provide  for  all  expenses  and  to  end  the  year  clear  of  any 
pecuniary  obligation  whatever,  pertaining  to  the  household 
wants.  In  the  general  cash  account  comprising  all  receipts 
of  cash  and  all  expenditures,  there  is  shown  to  be  a  balance 
in  hand  of  $901.32,  with  which  to  commence  the  new  year. 
This  is  an  acceptable  statement;  there  is,  however,  another  to 
be  made  which  is  not  so  pleasing.  The  cash  receipts  of  a 
given  year  do  not  make  the  actual  revenue  accruing  from  the 
earnings  of  the  year.  When  the  cash  account  contains  col- 
lections of  debts  due  the  Hospital  in  past  years,  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  revenue  proper  in  the  year,  these  must  all  be 
excluded;  and  when,  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  there  have 
been  pre-payments  for  services  to  be  rendered  in  the  year  fol- 
lowing, these  also  must  be  excluded.  The  revenue  is  deter- 
mined then  by  the  balance  remaining  after  this  exclusion, 
with  the  addition  of  as  much  of  the  indebtedness  to  the  Hos-

pital  for  patients  in  the  same  year,  as  there  is  a  reasonable 
prospect  of  collecting.  In  considering  the  revenue  in  this 
manner,  the  purpose  is  to  learn  how  the  finances  would  have 
resulted  if  there  had  been  no  other  resources  in  hand  than  the 
revenue  of  the  year.     Here  is  the  solution  of  this  point : — 

The  expenses  of  1864  amounted  to         -  $29,614  23 

The  revenue  of  the  year  amounted  to         -       28,079  75 

Excess  of  Expenses,         $1,534  48 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1863,  there  was  also  an  excess  of 
expendituaes  over  the  revenue  of  that  year  ;  the  amount  of 
excess  was  then  $201  41,  according  to  the  records.  It  was 
seen  by  the  Executive  committee  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year  1864,  that  it  would  be  not  only  necessary  to  keep 
down  the  expenditures,  but  also  to  order  an  increase  in  the 
charges  for  patients,  in  view  of  the  very  great  addition  in 
the  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  caused  by  the  civil  war. 
The  committee  therefore  authorized  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent to  increase,  from  and  after  the  1st  of  January,  1864, 
the  charges  for  the  board  of  paying  patients,  in  all  cases  in 
which  such  increase  could  be  borne  without  great  hardship 
to  their  families  or  friends.  This  course  was  immediately 
pursued,  and  it  has  yielded  an  increase  of  about  20  per  cent, 
on  the  previous  aggregate  of  charges  for  paying  patients. 
But  the  per  cent,  of  increase  in  disbursements  for  provisions, 
fuel,  wages,  &c.,  greatly  exceeds  this;  and  hence  is  now 
very  respectfully  submitted  to  you  the  question.  What  shall 
he  done  ?  1  have  said  that  the  year  has  closed  leaving  no 
debt  for  current  expenses.  There  is  however  a  debt  of 
$2,653  79  still  due  to  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Harrison,  for  a  loan  ob- 
tained from  him  in  January,  1861,  to  pay  for  the  land  bought 
the  previous  year  on  the  west  of  the  old  grounds.  The  in- 
terest on  this  loan,  $159  22  per  annum,  has  been  regularly 
paid  every  six  months  out  of  the  current  receipts. 

The  followiag  debts  were  due  the  Hospital  on  the  31st  of 
last  December :

The  counties  have  paid  the  Hospital  claims  on  them  more 
punctually  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  account  of 
$915  00  against  Baltimore  city  has  been  paid  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  new  year.  This  was  for  the  last  quarter 
of  1864. 

Besides  the  disadvantage  of  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  con- 
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ducting  the  Hospital,  it  has  sufBered  from  having  had  in 
charge  three  patients  for  whom  nothing  has  been  received  for 
several  years.  One  is  the  case  of  a  Virginia  lady,  daughter 
of  a  clergyman  who  has  been  unable  to  pay  or  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Institution,  and  the  Baltimore  security  has  be- 
come insolvent.  The  debt  for  her  is  now  $1,196  27. 
Another  is  the  case  of  a  young  woman  for  whom  the  Hospital 
holds  the  obligation  of  a  citizen  of  Baltimore  ;  the  present 
debt  for  her  is  |727  25.  The  Board  having  ordered  the  re- 
sponsible party  to  be  sued,  the  matter  has  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  an  Attorney.  These  two  debts  which  are  included 
in  the  statement  of  what  is  due,  from  private  boarders  to  the 
31st  of  December,  1864,  amount  to  $1,923  52,  and  they  are 
becoming  larger  every  day.  The  third  case  is  that  of  a 
young  woman  who  was  paid  for  at  one  time  by  the  generosity 
of  others.  When  these  declined  to  pay  any  longer,  the  late 
President  of  the  Board  made  an  effort  to  have  the  patient 
placed  at  the  charge  of  the  county  in  which  she  had  lived  before 
being  brought  to  the  Hospital.  In  doing  this  he  had  the  as- 
sistance of  Mr.  Magruder,  Attorney  at  Law,  then  a  Visitor 
for  Calvert  county.  But  the  effort  failed,  and  she  has  re- 
mained in  the  Hospital  without  payment  since  December  21st, 
1861,  more  than  three  years.  At  only  the  pauper  rate  the 
indebtedness  would  be,  say  $450.  With  this  addition  the 
three  cases  would  owe  $2,373  52  to  the  31st  December,  1864. 

The  several  lots  of  ground  which  were  purchased  in  1860 
and  1861  from  Christ  Church,  Lewis  Turner,  J..  B.  &  C.  Hax 
and  the  Second  Baptist  Church,  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
the  grounds  westward  to  Register  Street,  have  greatly  en- 
hanced the  value  of  Hospital  property,  afforded  more  space 
for  the  raising  of  vegetables  for  consumption  on  the  premises, 
and  rendered  the  western  wing  occupied  by  male  patients  less 
exposed  to  the  observation  of  outside  persons.

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The  Steward  has  kept  an  account  of  the  vegetables  raised 
and  consumed.  Charging  them  at  the  market  prices,  his 
account  shows  that  what  have  been  supplied  have  amounted 
in  value  to  $583  63,  from  1st  January  to  December  31st. 
The  amount  is  not  included  in  the  statement  of  receipts,  but 
it  has  diminished,  to  that  extent  the  aggregate  of  expendi- 
tures. 

The  Committee  on  repairs  and  Improvements  have  given 
their  careful  attention  to  such  matters  as  have  required  their 
supervision  and  direction.     The  rule  with  them,  during  the 
year,  has  been  to  order   such   repairs  as  were  immediately 
necessary  and  to  abstain  from  undertaking  any  which   could 
be  postponed  without  detriment  to  the  buildings  and  to  the 
comfort  of  the  household.     The  expenditures  made  by  their 
direction  have  been  for  renewing  and  repairing  thirteen  hot 
air  furnaces  constituting  the  heating    arrangement,  for   re- 
pairing the  water  fixtures  of  the  closets,  &c.,  for  re2)airing 
the  kitchen  ranges,  and  for  carpenter's  work  and  materials  in 
various  house  repairsand  in  the  transfer  of  a  long  line  of  a 
high  fence,  from  a  place  where  it  was  no  longer  of  use,  to  the 
north    part  of  the  new  western  boundary  of  the    grounds. 
The   chief   improvement   efiected   by  this  committee  in  the 
course  of  the  year  has  been  the  introduction  of  water  from 
the  high    reservoir,  217  feet   above  tide,  through  the  north 
grounds  by  pipes  connecting  with  the  high  main  of  Monument 
street.     An  abundant  supply  of  water  is  now  conveyed    to 
the  interior  of  the  Hospital,  the  upper  stories  of  which  had 
been    inadequately  supplied   by  the   low  main  of   Jeiferson 
street.     The  new   arrangement  is  connected  with  a  fire-plug 
near  the    front  of  the  centre  building  and  also  supplies  the 
the  dwelling  of  the   Medical  Superintendent.     An  extension 
of  pipes  across  the  grounds,  connecting  the  two  mains,  ren- 
ders it  possible   in  an  emergency  to  obtain  water  from  the 
Jefferson  street  main,  whenever  for  a  time  it  must  be  cut  off 
from  the  high  one. 

The  Executive  committee  have  made  many  visits  to  the 
Hospital  in  the  course  of  the  year,  to  inspect  it  and  to  consult 
with  the  Medical  Superintendent  upon  such  important  sub- 
jects as,  from  time  to  time,  have  required  their  official  atten- 
tion and  co-operation.

OF   THE 

MAHYLANI)    HOSPITAL. 

I.  BOAED. 

By  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  seven  members  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  Board  shall  meet  on  the  Wednesday  next  suc- 
ceeding the  first  Monday  in  June,  as  required  by  the  Code  of 
Public  General  Laws^  Article  44^  section  3,  and  on  the  second 
Thursday  in  January,  of  every  year,  and  also  when  called 
together  in  pursuance  of  any  by-law.  At  the  meeting  in  June 
the  following  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  to  wit,  a 
President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  committee.  At  the  meeting  in  Jan- 
uary, the  Board  will  receive  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Medical  Superiotendent,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Ex- 
ecutive committee  ;  all  of  which  reports  are  required  to  be 
prepared  by  said  officers  respectively,  and  to  be  presented  by 
them  to  the  Board  at  said  meeting.  At  these  meetings  the 
Board  will  also  transact  all  business  which  may  properly  be 
brought  before  them.  The  Board  shall  make  an  Annual  Re- 
port to  the  Legislature,  as  required  by  the  second  section  of 
Resolution  1838,  No.  66-. 

The  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  make  be-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  or  alter  the  same  as  required  by  the  Code  of  Pub- 
lic G-eneral  Laws,  Article  44,  section  "7. 

No  alteration  shall  be  make  in  any  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Board,  except  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  be  sub- 
mitted at  one  meeting  and  adopted  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

IL  MEMBERSHIP. 

If  any  member  of  the  Board  from  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
shall  absent  himself  from  the  meetings  of  the  Board  for  two 
years,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Board  to  consider  the 
place  of  such  member  as  vacant,  and  to  proceed  to  fill  such 
vacancy. 

When  there  may  be  a  vacancy  in  the  Board,  nominations 
for  a  new  member  shall  be  made  at  one  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  the  election  shall  be  made  at  the  next  or  any  subsequent 
meeting  from  the  gentlemen  so  nominated. 
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III.  PRESIDENT  AND  VICE  PRESIDENT. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board, — to  appoint  committees  when  not  chosen 
by  the  Board, — to  call  extra  meetings  when  he  may  think  it 
necessary,  or  when  requested  by  any  three  members  of  the 
Board, — to  examine  the  finances  of  the  Institution,  —to  see  that 
regular  books  are  kept  for  receipts  and  disbursements, — that 
proper  charges  are  made  for  the  board  of  patients, — that  col- 
lections are  duly  and  properly  made. — that  the  obligations  of 
the  Institution  are  regularly  discharged, — that  proper  officers 
and  attendants  are  appointed  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Institution, — to  aid  the  .Viedical  Superintendent  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  whenever  that  officer  may  call  upon  him 
for  advice  or  assistance, — to  exercise  a  watcliful  care  over  the 
funds  and  resources  of  the  establishment^ — and  to  receive  from 
the  Medical  Superintendent  for  the  regular  meeting  in  Janu- 
ary, a  full  statement  of  the  amount  received  and  the  amount 
expended  for  the  preceding  year,  with  such  particulars  as  the 
Board  may  require. 

The  Vice  President,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  is 
charged  with  the  same  duties. 

IV.  SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretar}^  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  to  issue  notices  to  the  members 
when  a  meeting  is  appointed  by  law,  or  the  by-laws,  or  at 
the  instance  of  the  President  or  Executive  committee. 

V.  TREASURER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  account  of  all 
moneys  passing  through  his  hands,  and  to  state  the  same 
from  time  to  time  ;  he  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds, 
title,  deeds  and  valuable  papers  or  documents  relating  to  the 
Corporation,  unless  the  Board,  for  convenience,  shall  direct 
them  to  be  kept  at  the  Hospital,  under  the  care  of  the  Medi- 
cal Superintendent. 

VI.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 
A  committee,  entitled  the  Executive  committee,  shall  al- 
ways be  in  existence,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  another  member  to  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  June.  Three  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  said  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  visit  the  Hospital 
as  often  as  may  be  convenient,— to  exercise  full  powers  of 
examination  into  the  details  of  management  on  the  part  of 
the  officers, — to  make  such  arrangements  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  until  a  meeting  of  the  Board  be  held, — and  to  have 
charge  of  such  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  as  in 
their  judgment  may  required.     They  shall  report  at  the  Jan- 
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nary  and  June  meetings  their  proceedings,  together  with  the 
f'ondition  of  the  accounts  at  the  Hospital. 

This  committee,  or  a  majority  thereof,  may  call  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  whenever  it  shall  he  deemed  important  to  do  so. 

VII.  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  shall  he  appointed  hy  the 
Board  to  serve  during  its  pleasure. 

It  shall  he.  his  duty  to  reside  within  the  premises  of  the  In- 
stitution_, — to  devote  his  whole  time  and  talents  to  those  who 
may  be  under  his  care, — not  to  leave  the  Institution  for  more 
than  a  day  without  the  approbation  of  the  Executive  com- 
mittee,— to  visit  the  halls  of  the  patients  as  often  as  he  may 
deem  requisite,  provided  they  are  visited  hy  him  or  the  As- 
sistant Physician  not  less  than  once  daily, — to  exercise  the 
full  authority  of  a  medical  chief  over  the  patients  and  their 
attendants. — to  introduce,  with  the  concurrenc  of  the  Presi- 
dent, such  rules  and  regulations  for  their  guidance  as  he  may 
think  proper, — to  receive  all  moneys  due  to  the  Institution, 
and  to  give  an  account  of  the  same,  and  of  all  disbursements 
made  hy  him  to  the  President,  and  to  any  authorized  com- 
mittee, with  proper  vouchers  for  all  sums  expended  by  him, 
to  select  attendants,  male  and  female,  and  to  discharge  them 
when  incompetent, — to  see  that  proper  food,  clothing,  warmth, 
ventilation,  &c.,  are  bestowed  upon  every  class  of  patients, 
and  that  they  receive  a  proper  degree  of  exercise,  and  such 
moral  management  as  he  may  find  means  and  opportunity 
to  bestow, — to  call  upon  the  President  whenever  he  may  deem 
a  consultation  necessary  or  proper, — to  apply  to  him  or  to  the 
Executive  committee  for  the  means  to  accomplish  his  plans, — 
and  to  exercise  immediate  control  over  the  Steward,  Super- 
visors, and  the  attendants  generally,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  report  to  him  and  endeavor  to  carry  out  his  orders. 

It  shall  be  hig  duty  to  keep  a  book  of  admissions,  register- 
ing the  name,  residence,  age,  guarantor,  date  of  admission 
and  discharge,  the  price  of  board,  and  the  character  of  the 
insanity  of  each  patient  ;  also  to  keep  a  general  register  of 
the  patients,  to  show  upon  it  the  results  of  treatment,  and  to 
give  to  the  Board  an  abstract  thereof  at  its  January  meeting. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  obtain  all  necessary  information  con- 
cerning the  patients. 

It  shall  be  his  duty,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  President, 
to  fix  the  price  of  board  in  cases  not  regulated  by  law.  Ex- 
cepting those  patients  that  are  sent  by  authority  of  the 
courts,  in  every  case  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  require  the  certi- 
ficate of  a  respectable  attending  physician  that  the  patient  is 
insane,  and  ought  to  be  placed  in  a  Hospital  for  the  insane, 
and  to  require  a  responsible  guarantor,  residing  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  for  the  payment  of  the  dues  according  to  the 
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forms  in  use  ;  and  in  no  instance  shall  this  rule  be  dispensed 
witli. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  to  give 
timely  notice  to  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  amounts  to 
be  levied  for  the  support  of  their  insane  poor,  and  when  pay- 
ment should  be  made  to  the  Hospital.  In  due  time  he  shall 
draw  upon  the  President  of  the  County  Commissioners  for 
the  same. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  to  have 
the  accounts  against  the  city  of  Baltimore  presented  in  the 
last  week  of  March,  June,  Se})tember  and  December. 

VIII.  ASSISTANT   PHYSICIAN. 

The  Assistant  Physician  must  be  a  graduate  of  medicine, 
and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  Apothecary  ;  prepare  and  put 
up  all  medicines,  and  see  that  all  prescriptions  are  properly 
administered  ;  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  professional 
duties,  and  such  other  Hospital  services  as  may  be  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Medical  Superintendent,  who  is  the  chief  exe- 
cutive officer  of  the  Institution.  He  shall  reside  in  the  Hos- 
pital, and  in  his  intercourse  with  the  inmates  he  will  exert 
what  moral  influence  he  can,  and  iudeavor  in  every  way  to 
further  the  views  and  wishes  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  in 
regard  to  the  moral  and  medical  treatment  of  the  patients, 
must  see  that  the  patients  are  properly  treated  by  their  attend- 
ants, and  report  to  the  Medical  Superintendent  all  instances  of 
neglect  or  abuse  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

When  the  Medical  Superintendent  is  sick  or  absent  from 
the  city,  he  is  represented  by  the  Assistant  Physician.  He 
shall  be  appointed  on  the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent. 

IX.  STBWAED,  SUPERVISORS  AND  ATTENDANTS. 

On  the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  the 
Board  appoint  suitable  persons  to  be  Steward,  Male  Super- 
visor and  an  Assistant,  Female  Supervisor  and  an  Assistant, 
the  details  of  whose  duties,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Board, 
shall  be  arranged  by  the  Medical  Superintendent,  to  whom 
they  are  directly  responsible. 

All  Attendants  in  the  Institution  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  and  they  shall  perform  such  duties 
as  he  may  assign  to  them,  and  hold  their  places  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Board. 

All  persons  employed  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  as 
the  Medical  Superintendent,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
President,  may  think  proper  to  appoint ;  and  each  of  them 
shall  be  furnished  with  a  printed  copy  of  the  same. 

No  officer  or  attendant  in  the  Institution  shall  receive  from 
any  person  or  persons  any  fee,  perquisite,  or  any  compensa- 
tion, other  than  his  or  her  regular  salary.  ^ 


ADMISSION   OF  PATIENTS 

INTO   THE 

MONUMENT  STREET,  EAST  OP  BROADWAY. 

Patients  are  to  be  received  into  the  Hospital  at  all  hours 
of  the  day  or  night,  provided  the  terms  are  complied  with. 

Both  sexes  of  all  classes  of  the  insane,  escept  idiots,  with- 
out regard  to  the  duration  of  their  insanity,  or  of  its  curability, 
are  admitted  into  this  Institution.  For  the  Epileptic  a  spe- 
cial agreement  should  be  made. 

Cases  of  mania-a-potu  are  received,  on  certain  conditions, 
which  will  be  made  known  on  application  to  the  Medical  Su- 
perintendent. 

Before  a  paying  patient  is  received,  it  is  necessary  to  ar- 
range the  terms  of  board,  &c.,  with  the  Medical  Superintend- 
ent, and  to  furnish  a  certificate  of  the  insanity  of  the  patient 
from  a  respectable  graduate  of  medicine. 

For  the  payment  of  the  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  a 
patient  when  discharged,  security  is  required  from  a  respon- 
sible resident  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

The  insane  poor  sent  by  the  courts  are  admitted  imme- 
diately when  there  are  vacancies  in  the  Poor  Department. 
The  number  of  patients  allotted  to  this  department  is  sixty. 
No  insane  person  ought  to  be  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of 
any  court,  until  it  is  first  ascertained  by  application  to  the 
Medical  Superintendent  that  there  is  a  vacancy.  See  Keso- 
lution  of  the  General  Assembly,  1838,  No.  65.
